2. Scope of the Patent's Claims 

1 . Shoe with easily replaceable wear-and-tear heel, provided with a heel mount (1) 
superimposed on decorative leather (2), divided into a container opening part of a container and 
container lid, wherein, for example, a lid part (5) is mounted on the lower part of the 
superimposed part (1), a container opening part (6) is deployed on the upper part of the 
decorative leather (2) (or in the opposite position); provided with a convex part (3) and a concave 
part (4), enabling attachment and removal of the lid part (5) to and from the container opening 
part (6). 

2. The shoe with easily replaceable wear-and-tear heel described in claim 1 , provided for 
example with a bin opening and a lid such as that of Nescafe (registered trademark) Gold Brand 
bottle, provided with a cross-shaped anchoring convex part (3), mounted with one to up to four 
anchoring parts in the central part on the inner periphery of the lid part (5), wherein said lid 
opening part (6) is equipped with a conical convex edge (3) deployed on the upper edge, and 
with a wave-shaped, concave part (4), deployed on each of the four lower central edges, and with 
a mountain-shaped convex part (3), deployed in the four surrounding comers. 

3. The shoe with easily replaceable wear-and-tear heel described in claim 1, provided for 
example with the twist-off cap type of bottle, with a bin opening part and a lid part, having a 
plurality of protruding parts (3) on the lower edge of the lid part (5), wherein non-continuous, 
individual, mountain-shaped short screws (3) are deployed on the outer periphery of the bottle 
opening part (6). 

4. The shoe with easily replaceable wear-and-tear heel described in claim 1 , provided for 
example with the Bulldog (registered trademark) type of plastic bottle for pork cutlet sauce, with 
a bin opening part and a lid part, having a convex part (3) deployed in the central lower part on 
the four edges of a horseshoe-shaped edge lid part (5), having a concave part (4) on the 
corresponding four edges of an octagonal bottle opening part (6). 

5. The shoe with easily replaceable wear-and-tear heel described in claim 1, provided with a 
convex ring (3) on the outer periphery of lid part (5), such as for example rings used for a 
container for 35 mm films, wherein individual convex rings (4) (or convex rings (3*) (3")) are 
deployed on the inner periphery of a container opening part (6). 



6. The shoe with easily replaceable wear-and-tear heel described in claim 1 , provided for 
example with a spatula-shaped protruding part (7) on the inner periphery of the lid part (5), such 
as that of a bottle of Kagome (registered trade mark) ketchup, having a convex edge (3) and a 
concave ring (4) on the bottle opening part (6), equipped with a semi-cylindrical, convex part (8) 
provided with a cross on the roof. 

7. The shoe with easily replaceable wear-and-tear heel described in claim 1, equipped with a 
convex-shaped lid part (5) such as the lid that is used on cans for dark tea, provided with a can 
opening part (6) having a concave shape/which can be separated with lever. 

8. The shoe with easily replaceable wear-and-tear heel described in claim 1 through claim 6, 
wherein the entirety or one part of the mount (1) or of the decorative leather (2) is molded from 
ABS resin.
